Haiiuikox Hamilton's Dkatii. — 
Thomas Harrison Hamilton died at 
his home, four miles from Mt. Ster- 
ling, on Tuesday afternoon, March 
2 2d. 185*8, '<ist six months to a day- 
after the decease in this town of 
I is brother Saiitford A. Hamilton. 
Typhoid fever caused Santford's 
death, and pneumonia was Harris- 
on's fatal ailment.

the commission of the Maysvillc A 
Mt. Sterling road section in Bath 
county for $10,000. The seven 
miles of O. A Sherburne roud were 
bought for $700. The O. A Wyom- 
ing road was bought on these 
terms: The county pays fifty cents 
on the dollar face value for the 
stock, amounting to $6,300; from 
this is deducted $700 for the toll- 
houses and lots reserved by the 
company and $600 dividends ow d 
by the company to the county ; the 
Court giving the county's oblicn- 
tions for $5,000 in four equal annual 
payments, bearing six per cent, ii - 
tir.st from date until paid.

The inability of the court to find evi- 
dence to lix responsibility, as stated 
in the ciphth part, makes the r.qiort so 
puurdc.l in expression of blame that 
neither St-ain nor the Spanish are 
men tinned throughout.
